Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of the 
Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest either alone or in obvious combination all of the 
features of the applicants' invention. Nakazawa (JP 58033309) shows cut angles of the quartz 
substrate similar to the claimed invention. However, Nakazawa fails to disclose the values of HA, 
as claimed. Applicant's arguments regarding the Double Patenting Rejection presented on 
pages 2-4 of the response filed on 1/28/09 are persuasive. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
